| Y far the best ‘‘ shocker ' we have come 
| upon of late is ‘‘ The House of Fear,” 
by the author of “ Songs of a Sour- 
dough.’’ It is a large, leisurely tale, all trans- 
acted in France, and written with a firm and 
satisfying style. In a lonel.. house, the Hon. 
lveter MacBeth and his strange ward are sur- 
rounded by mystery, and a series of terrible 
thinn reminds us of “Dracula.” The ter- 
ror mounts, and suspicion flits from one to 
one of the grim, grotescae people who pass 
through the pages. This reviewer made the 
mistake of reading the last sentence on the 
last page before he was far into the book;

THE bLACK TERN AND 
IRELAND. 
NOTE of tragedy is struck in the 
very title of Mr. Bentley Beethain’s 
book; for it is in the foreign homes of 
those birds that have, from various causes, 
come to be accounted “lost” to the fauna 
of the British Isles that his studies for 
the purposes of this volume have neces- 
sarily been made. About a dozen species 
that used formerly to breed in various 
parts of England, but are now known to 
have quite ceased to do so, are the sub- 
jects of his extremely interesting chapters, 
the materials for which have been collected 
partly in Holland, but more largely in 
the little-known marismas of Spain. It ts 
hardly necessary to say that the volume 
is enriched with a number of exquisite 
photographs, among which one calling for 
special admiration shows that strangely 
proportioned bird, the black-winged stilt, 
in the art of flexing her monstrously long 
les before settling on her nest. 

[It so happens that none of the birds 
here dealt with is known to have ever 
nested ‘in Ireland, though in regard to 
one of them—the black tern—Mr. Beetham 
volunteers the remark that almost the only 
suitable breeding-places now left for it, 
should it ever be induced to return, are 
some of our Irish If it were for 
this suggestion alone the book should have 
an attraction for Irish readers, especially 
as the author is a strong advocate for the 

tablishment of ‘‘ bird sanctuaries,’’ in 
which, as he urges, many of our banished 
birds would undoubtedly re-settle them- 
selves—provided, of course, that the tracts 
of land selected for sanctuaries are chosen 
with od ae care and proper knowledge of 
the ‘‘ habits and requirements of the birds 
for which we thus seek to provide shelter.’ 

The necessity for such careful selection 15, 
we must admit, one of the great difficulties in 
the way of the movement for setting up 
sanctuaries, which has so powerful an advo- 
cate in Ireland in the Rev. P. G. Kennedy, 
S.J., and commands the sympathy of everyone 
interested in the preservation of wild life. 
Mr. Beetham, however, is clearly to be com- 
mended for his warning against attempts to 
make sanctuaries out of ‘‘ odd tracts of land 
which happen to come into the market.’ 
With this caveat, his book should be in all 
respects a most useful stimulus to the move- 
ment for more effective protection of our 
threatened birds, and, perhaps, for the restora- 
tion of some—Goldsmith’s ‘ hollow-sounding 
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Lord Dunseny, whose new novel, “ The 
Biessing of Pan ” (Putnam), is reviewed 
to day.

The 
book consists entirely of extracts from the 
diaries kept by Mr. Selous both in his Suffolk 
home and in the various countries and dis- 
tricts to which he has betaken himself for 
the special purpose of studying the ways of 
birds, particularly in their breeding haunts— 
for to Mr. Selous the pairing and nesting time 
has always been the season when the activities 
of thered favourites are realjfy worth 
study. á 

Some of passages 
in the book before us are to be found in the 
chapters ‘that describe the author's visits to 
breeding-haunts of the ruff and reeve, and of 
the avocet, in Holland, and to those of the 
blackcock in Sweeden and the red-throated 
diver in Shetland. The fullness with which 
Mr. Selous describes what he saw is all the 
more striking when we know that he makes a 
point of writing down everything on the spot 
and at once—realising, as all note-takers have 
often had too good reason to realise, how un- 
trustworthy memory is after even a few 
hours’ lapse as to what has been seen or 
heard. 

We can safely say that the reading of 
Mr. Selous’s hook will afford real pleasure 
as well as a store of fresh knowledge ta every 
lover of nature, and will also strengthen in 
many minds the conviction, of which Mr. 
Selous himself is an impassioned advocate, 
that “ the ‘ brute beast’ is a more intelligent, 
more emotional, more affectionate § and 
generally fuller-feeling being than has as yet 
been ac maewedged.

4 HE ; exuberance has departed from Lord 
Dunsany’s tales; his fancy no longer 
goes wanderigg in strange, extravagant 
lands far bdfind the bourne of reality. 
His latest story tells how paganism re- 
turned in a quiet English village, folded 
among the hills, when a daft youth piped 
on reeds as Pan piped of old. 

There is a blend of pathos, of beauty, 
and of satire in the working out of a 
situation which, curiously enough, is 
precisely the theme of Mr. John Buchan’ s 
latest novel—the clergyman’s discovery of 
his flock’s secret orgies. The fashion in 
which his Lordship the Bishop turned 
aside the unwelcome story is delicately 
witty, and it prepares the way for some- 
thing like tragedy when the parson 
preaches to an empty church. 

At this point the tale might have closed 
on a thrilling note, and left us saddened 
and wondering. The story-teller, however, 
designs a more fantastic end, and he teils 
how the parson himself surrendered and 
Pan triumphed. So gracefully is the tale 
told that ugliness never enters; yet that 
surrender and the picture of the peace 
that followed leave us horrified, as if not 
Nature, but something brutally unnatural, 
were victor.

MR. W. W. WAKEFIELD’S 
BOOK. 


HE career of no outstanding player of 
games nowadays seems to be com- 
plete until he—or she—has written a book, 
Doubtless, the sporting public demands 
that its idols shall satisfy its almost 
insatiable curiosity with gossipy reminis- 
cences, and it is always of interest to hear 
what one player has to say about the 
others, Despite this fact, however, most 
of the older school will agree that great 
players might be better advised to wait 
until a new generation has arisen before 
they rush into print with their “ stories.’ 

Mr. W. W. Wakefield is one of the 
leading Rugby forwards of our times. He 
has written a book in collaboration with 
Mr. H. P. Marshall, a well-known 
authority on the game, and their work 
will be read with keen interest by the 
younger generation of players, for whom 
the name of ‘“ Wakers’’ has a magic 
sound. The book is divided into three 
parts—one, Mr. Wakefield’s own reminis- 
cences; another, an exposition of the 
authors’ theory of the game; and the 
third, a sort of omnium gatherum of 
records, data, and the rest of it, which 
gives the book a certain value _ for 
reference purposes. 

To those of us whose playing days 
began—and ended—before the war, Mr. 
Wakefield’s reminiscences, while interest- 
ing and written in a breezy style, seem 
to be strangely youthful. He captained 
Cambridge in 1922, having been a very 
small boy whren the Light Blues had that 
wonderful team just before 1914. That 
was a team. Wallace, Scotland’s gallant 
full-back ; John George Will, the Old 
Merchant Taylors’ wing three- quarter und 
Scots international—both killed in France ; 
little C. N. Lowe, one of the greatest 
wings that England ever produced ; de 
Villiers, the South African ; Clem Lewis. 
of Wales, and big, burly Barry Cumber- 
lege at scrum half. Those days seem like 
yesterday to men still well on the sunny 
side of forty, and when one sees the 
ereat Wakefield leading England's white- 
jerseyed team on the ‘held it is difficult 
to realise what a newcoyner he is to the 
game. 

* * 

For that reason his reminiscences lose much 
interest. He speaks of men like R. A. Lloyd 
as if they were ancients, whereas to those 
Irishmen whose memory goes back to the 
Ryans and Louis Magee, if no _ farther, 
‘Dicky ’’ Lloyd is still a boy. Yet Mr. 
Wakefield’s comments on his contemporaries 
are worth reading. Most of his heroes, 
naturally enough, are Englishmen: but he 
has much to say about some of the outstand- 
ing figures in the game from the other coun- 
tries. 

His description of Mr. W. E. Crawford 
deserves to be given in full :—‘‘ Though Craw- 
ford is the most cheery companion off the 
field, he has always seemed sinister to me 
during a game—a kind of brooding intelli- 
gence directing the play, crouching and wait- 
ing like a spider for the unfortunate man 
who has to try to pass him. Everyone who 
has watched him must picture him as he 

waits to tield a high kick, his back rounded, 
his arms crooked upwards to hug the ball to 
his chest, his fingers curved end tense, and 
one leg thrust forward rigidly with the heel 
on the ground and the toe pointing to the 
sky. Whether that is a position to recom- 
mend to aspiring full-backs I am not sure; 
but for him it is certainly effective,” 

Mr. Wakefield says that Mr. Crawford is 
the “one outstanding Irish full-back of my 
generation,” but he places both Nepia and 
Mr. D. Drysdale, of Scotland, before him in 
the hierarchy of the last line. 

Of Mr. G. V. Stephenson, the famous Irish 
centre, Mr. Wakeheld writes :—‘‘ He runs 
hard and straight in attack, and in defence 
he is remarkable, his way of forcing man 
after man to pass until finally he is able to 
collar the wing and completely break down 
the movement being most valuable. He is, I 
think, one of the strongest tacklers playing. 
and this faculty seems to run in the family; 
for his brother, H. W. Stephenson, was, with 
the possible exception of Lowe, the finest 
tackling wing who has appeared since the 
war.

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There are several other thumb-nail sketches 
ot Mr. Wakefield’s colleagues and opponents 
on the f»otball field, drawn with decided 
ability, and he tells a number of excellent 


stories which will be new to many Irish Rugby 


men. One concerns that remarkable Irish 
forward, Mr. ‘‘ Jamie ” Clinch, who, accord- 
ing to the author, caused him to be guilty of 

“justifiable cannibalism’’ during the match 
between Ireland and England in 1924. 

It happened in a line-out when, after I 
had got the ball, two Irishmen tackled me 
amidships, and J. D. Clinch crooked his arm 
in a stranglehold round my neck. I could not 
let go of the ball, which was held by my 
opponents, and I was gradually going black 
in the fyve, so there was only one course of 
action. ‘This I took by biting Clinch hard in 
the forearm till he loosed his hold and 1 was 
able to breathe again, while he grinned at me 
cheerfully.”’ 

Another incident in which Mr. Clinch was 
concerned was in the English match of the 
following year. ““Clinch,” says Mr. Wake- 
field, ‘‘saved his side that day by crashing 
Cove-Smith over just as he was about to 
score. At one point in the game he and Tom 
Voyce were scrapping pretty vigorously for 
the ball, when the referee, Tommy Vile, called 
them over to him and told them to calm 
down. Rather to his surprise, they both burst 
eut laughing, for they were really great 
friends, and were thoroughly enjoying them- 
selves.’ 

The technical chapters of the book are 
written with much care, and in. them Messrs. 
Wakefield and Marshall give a sound exposi- 
tion of the game as it is ae ed to-day. Every 
Rugby man will not agree with all their 
theories, but they are expressed clearly and 
well, and are illustrated by admirable 
diagrams. Altogether the book is turned out 
in attractive style, and will be a most useful 
guide for young players. Its price is rather 
stiff, but we have no doubt that it will have 
a large sale.

| THIRTEEN COUNTS OF FRAUD. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 
Patrick Fowler was indicted on thirteen 


counts of falsification ef accounts and of 
fraudulently converting to his own use sums 
of money paid to him for and on account of 
his employers, the Irish Life and General 
Assurance Company. 

Anne Fay and Margaret O’Hanlon, of 
Harold place, and Elizabeth Finlay, of Parnell 
street, gave evidence of having paid sums of 
money on different dates in 1926 to the 
accused man. ; 

A superintendent of the company produced 
books to show that in one instance an insured 

erson held receipts for five payments of 

9d., whereas the total sum accounted for 
by the accused man was 2s. 9d. In another 
case receipts were held by an insured person 
for £1 15s., while the amount accounted for 
to the company was 12s. 

In rerly to a juror, the witness said that 
Fowler had been paid on commission. 

A clerk in the audit department said that 
Fowler failed to account for £15 altogether. 

Patrick Fowler, the prisoner, in evidence, 
said that he had been dismissed because of 
spite. At a previous audit ho paid in £5 to 
complete the accounts, but on this occasion he 
was not asked to attend the audit. 

-In cross-examination, the witness said that 
he got a higher percentage on some accounts 
than on others. He collected money on the 
accounts which entitled him to the smaller 
percentage, and he placed it to the credit of 
the higher accounts, so that he would get 
greater remuneration. All the money that he 
collected went to the company, 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on all 
counts, but recommended him to mercy on 
account of his small earnings and the ap- 
parent lack of supervision. 

The prisoner was pat back.

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KNOWLEDGE OF THE 
TAXED. 

Michael Quinn (18), described as a messenger 
boy, of Pile’s Buildings, Bride street, was 
found not guilty of having stolen, in June 
last, £5 in sitigle notes from the vest pocket 
of Thomas McKenna, of 20: Lower Liffey 
street, Dublin, with whom he was camping at 
Portmarnock.

TUBERCULOSIS COWS. 

In reply to Mr. Matthew O'Reilly 
(Fianna Pail; Meath) Mr. HOGAN, Minister 
for Lands and Agriculture, said that since 
September Ist, twenty cows shipped from 
Dublin were reportea to have been rejected 
in accordance with the requirements of the 
(British) Tuberculosis Order of i935, at 
Birkenhead, as suffering from indurated 
udder. Prior to that date very few Irish 
animals were forbidden to land in Great 
Britain through this cause. All the twenty 
cows were slaughtered on board ship and 
subsequently landed, and, it is understood, 
disposed of to butchers. According to the 
reports of the’ British Veterinary Service the 
yost-mortem examinations revealed tubercu- 
fosis of the udder in nine of the cases in 

uestion. The matter was receiving the 

epartment’s careful consideration. 
COURTOWN HARBOUR. 

Replying to Mr. D. Allen EE Wex- 
ford), the MINISTER FOR FISHERIES 
said that he had not received any complaints 
as to the condition of Courtown Harbour, 
but he was aware of its liability. to silting. 
The harbour was in charge of the Wexford 
County Council, and he was prepared to 
recommend a grant in aid towards such 
dredging operations as the Council might 
find it necessary to undertake. 

Answering a further question by Mr. 
Allen, the MINISTER FOR FISHERIES 
said that the number of decrees for non- 

ayment of land annuities in County Wex- 
ond was 251, involving approximately £5,680. 

Replying to Deputy W. R. Kent, the 
Minister stated that the number of similar 
decrees in respect of East Cork was 278, 
involving approximately £15,500. 

OYSTERS. 

Answering Captain Redmond, the 
MINISTER FOR FISHERIES said the prin- 
cipal public oyster beds in An Saerstat were 
situated in Cork Harbour, Tralee Bay, Gal- 
way Bay, Ballysodare Bay, Sligo Bay, and 
Carlingford Lough, and all of them were at 
present being worked. In addition there 
were a number of private or licensed beds at 
various places on the coast, but their output, 
with the exception of one or two beds, was 
not very large. The quantity taken from 
beds within the Saorstat during the year 
ended 30th April, 1927, was 1,622,544 oysters, 
valued at £7,619. The figure of the quantity 
exported was not available, but the value of 
the export was returned at £4,284, so that 
the value of the oysters retained for con- 
sumption within the country would be 
approximately £3,355. e 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 
LABOUR SUGGESTS 
COMMISSION. 


The debate was resumed on Deputy 
Morrissey’s (Labour) motion: ‘‘That the 
measures hitherto adopted by the Govern- 
ment for the relief of unemployment are 
insufficient and ought to be extended imme- 
diately.” 

Mr. T. J. O°;CONNELL (Labour, Mayo 8.) 
said that both of the big parties in 
the Dail had used the opportunity to 
engage in high politics, ‘and it took 
the Labour members to bring the subject 
under review back to earth again. 
The Government had done something in re- 
gard to unemployment, but the question was 
whether the measures it had taken were 
sufficient for the relief of unemployment. 
The test of that -was: ‘‘ Are there any un- 
employed with us?’ : 

They had returns from the Labour Ex- 
change, but there was no return of the num- 
ber who did not register, becatise their benefit 
period had run out, and there was also the 
unemployment on the uneconomic holdings in 
the South-West and North-West of Ireland. 

The Minister for Finance had stated that 
the unemployment question was not so serious 
as in previous years, but he (Mr. O’Connell) 
read an appeal from the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society in Dublin, which stated that the 
position was without parallel.

MINISTER’S REPLY. 


REGISTRATION QUESTION. 


Mr. MeGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that statements, accu- 
rate and inaccurate, had been made regarding 
the numbers of unemployed, and barely a 
suggestion had been made as to how unem- 

loyment could be relieved in the future 

yond what relief had been given in the 
past. 

““ We are told,’’ he said, “ that the Labour 
Exchange figures show only a fraction of the 
unemployed. There are a hundred ex- 
changes in which those who desire 
to be registered can be _ registered, 
whether they are claimants for benefit or 
on work, and anyone wishing to avail 
himself of this, and living within three miles 
of the exchange, can register there o@ day 
a week, and: those who live outside that 
radius can do so through the post and no 
postage ig charged to them. Could a simpler 
system be devised’ Am I to blame if there 
were 90,000 or 100,000 unemployed and only 
a certain number registered ?”’ 

He could not compel registration at farther 
expense or make Civic Guard stations into 
Labour Exchanges. The figures refuted the 
statement that men did not register because 
there was no benefit for them, and there was 
certainly a number of people not in receipt 
of benefit who continued to register. There 
were, in fact, 16,000 vacancies filled by the 
exchanges during the last twelve months. 

NOT CONSTANT. 

There were very few on the register who 
were unemployed right through the year; 
in fact, 81 per cent. of those on the register 
at any time were employed shortly after. 
wards for some period. To take the figure 
of the unemployed at any one moment gave 
a completely wrong impression of the condi- 
tions in the country. 

They had the motion dealt with by Fianna 
Fail Deputies from the point of view of 
people who had a policy that would put an 
end to emigration and unemployment, and 
according to the wilder exponents of that 
policy it could be done immediately. ‘The 
90,000 unemployed—if that figure were ac- 
cepted—plus the 40,000 who emigrated, were 
all to be kept in the country and provided 
with work at: once. 

Deputy Lemass had quoted from a return 
of unemployment in rural areas, alleged to 
apply to the year ended 22nd July, 1927, but 
the only return that he (the Minister) re- 
membered issuing in connection with that 
was for the year ending July, 1925; so that 
Mr. Lemass was two years out in his calcula- 
tion. Mr. Lemass had quoted from the 
return: “ No actual distress had come under 
the inspector’s notice in Mayo,” and had 
then referred to a report in the Jrish Times, 
in which it was stated that there was starva- 
tion in Mayo. 

WRONG APPLICATION. 

In the 1925 feturn the comment that no 
distress came under the notice of the inspector 
applied to Louth, and not to Mayo, for which 
the comment was that the distress was not 
greater than in previous years. In order to 
get in a cheap jibe, he referred to a biassed 
report in the Jrish Times, and applied a 
phrase in the return about Louth to Mayo. 
That was not a fair way to deal with the 
problem. 

Mr. CORRY (Fianna. Fail, East Cork) re- 
marked that the Minister could not talk 
about biassed reports in the newspapers in 
view of the reports of Ministers’ speeches 
during the Ár á 

Mr. McGILLIGAN—I think the deputy is 
one of those who, his leader saws, is 
struggling against being enmeshed in civilisa- 
tion. (Laughter,.) 

Continuing, the Minister said that it was 
advanced from the Fianna Fail benches that 
they should not seek tb build up new in- 
dustries, but that they should have a search- 
ing inquiry into existing industries, in order 
to see if there was any foreign capital in 
them. If the sugar beet factory, Ford’s motor 
factory, the tobacco, and other factories had 
to wait for Irish capital there would be many 
workers walking the streets. 

The first contribution they had from Fianna 
Fail with regard to the solution of unemploy- 
ment was that they should be very wary of 
foreign capital, The peculiar thing was that 
Deputy Flinn first raised this on the most 
peculiar tariff application that was made by 
one of the well-known industrialists and tariff 
promoters from his own constituency, and 
whose application was withdrawn. The pre- 
sence of his application was the main reason 
why the grant of the tariff had been held up. 
Deputy Flinn’s excuse was that they 
had to remember that the factory that 
was going to operate under the tariff 
was the factory of a foreign combine— 
going to operate detrimentally to the 
Irishman. The fact was, as the Tariff Com- 
mission’s report showed, that there was one 
good and two bad factories. 

ALLEGED SLOVENLINESS. 

What the Deputy’s friend from Cork 
wanted was that there should be a tariff put 
on to protect his particular type of business, 
which was not a type that was going to pro- 
duce any economic progress in the coutnary— 
a tariff to hide slovenlness and bad business 
methods. 

In April of this year the gentleman who 
made the application, while making a special 
plea for protection as a policy, said that one 
of the doctrinaire arguments against it was 
that it led to foreign combines coming into 
the country and establishing themselves 
under the safeguard of protection. He said 
that nobody need fear that, as the country 
was go small that there was no inducement 
to a foreign combine to come in. The ap- 
plication for a tariff had been withdrawn, 
and the reason given from the Fianna Fail 
benches was that they must beware of 
foreign capital. That was the first big sug- 
— they got in regard to unemployment— 

ware of the people who had, in fact, created 
employment in the country. 

Mr. de Valera had said that what was 
wrong was want of will to deal with the 
situation. For five years the Government 
had been showing that there was no lack of 
will on their part. It was entirely a question 
of ways and means—as to how money could 
be raised and how it could be usefully spent. 

The Fianna Fail Party objected to the in- 
troduction of foreign capital and to the 
import of foreign products. In other 
words, the Free State was going to be 
unique, and was not to take any models from 
other countries. That idea was knocked on ' 
the head by Deputy O’Connell. 

ELECTRICITY. 

One paragraph in Mr. de Valera’s speech 
had given him (Mr. McGilligan) a shock. 
That was where he said that he was glad 


of the development of electricity in the} 


country. Mr. de Valera had never failed to 
criticise the Shannon scheme, but he had 
not shown that he knew anything about the 
subject here or in ' 7 other country. He 
would have smaller schemes where the 
Ago centre of unemployment was.

Mr. LEMASS—Is the Minister of opinion 
that industrial activity is at its maximum?

Mr. McGILLIGAN—No industry is 
hindered in development by reason of the 
fact that there is no capital. 

Could the mythical fifty millions that 
Deputy de Valera was to get from America 
be employed on remunerative schemes? 
Deputy Aiken had said that money could be 
given to reputable business men to start busi- 
ness. The Government had set aside one 
million pounds under the Trades Loans Act, 
and only about-£300,000 of that sum had been 
applied for. No ood business proposition had 
been put omni on which that money could 
be spent, Until that sum was usefully ex- 
hausted there was no reason why they should 
say that absence of capital was holding up 
industry in this country. 

They were told that to reduce the imports 
in certain ways would help to reduce the 
adverse trade balance. But in order to 
reduce the imports the country should pro- 
duce certain things. That, he compared 
to the action of the doctor who smashed his 
thermometer to show that his patient was 


doing well. 
TARIFFS. 

As to tariffs, there were about 10,000 
persons put into employment directly by 
reason of the articles already tariffed. There 
were about thirteen groups of taxable articles 
about which applications had been made for 
tariffs. Those represented imports of the 
value of £6,000,000. If one took the greatest 
estimate made by those who asked for tariffs 
with regard to the thirteen groups, the num- 
ber to be employed by them would be 4,600 
men. 

On the subject of a tariff on flour, they 
were told that in the milling industry there 
might be employed between 500 and 700 
people, but it would entail extra expenditure 
in the cost of bread to the amount of 
£300,000, while that amount of money would 
get employment for possibly 720 more men. 

An important firm in Dublin, employing 
about 3, persons, had stated that if a tax 
were put on imported flour they would have 
to close down their works. If that firm 
closed down there would be three times as 
many persons thrown out of employment as 
would be employed under the tariff. 

Mr. D. ALLEN (Fianna Fail, Wexford), 
referred to the case of the Drinagh Cement 
Works. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the Drinagh 
Cement Works could not be worked economi- 
cally, No Irishman would put money into 
them. It was a fact that foreign capital 
was invested in them at a time when it was 
impossible to obtain cement from certain other 
sources, but in open competition they were 
not an economic proposition, 

EXPQRTED CAPITAL. 

There was no use talking about taxing 
exported capital until they saw openings in 
the Free State for the investment of that 
capital. They were not going to have a 
tariff on flour or to prohibit the importation 
of wheat until they found that there was 
going to be milling done in this country, and 
until they found what the costs and advan- 
tages were to be. They wonld hesitate until 
thev foundythat Messrs. Jacobs would be 
satisfied, and that the country was not going 
to lose the present employment given by that 
firm. R 
He could give, if required, a list of a 
hundred factories that had been started as a 
result of the Government’s tariff policy; but 
was the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
to be held responsible for the factories which 
had gone out of existence through various 
causes, including inefficiency and mismanage- 
ment? 

The Minister then explained in detail the 
functions of the Unemployment Insurance Act, 
and stated that it applied only to persons 
engaged in insurabie occupations. The fund 
was heavily in debt, and any further extension 
would mean that not enough money would 
be left to pay the charges on the accumulated 
debt, and industry could never get the burden 
off its back. 

Relief schemes had been suggested as a 
means of meeting unemployment, but the 
difficulty was to find schemes that were re- 
munerative—the only kind for which credit 
was available. The difficulty about remedial 
measures, such as power schemes and trans- 
port schemes, was that they took years 
to develop, and the results were not imme- 
diately seen. There were other aids, such as 
the appointment of competent trade repre- 
sentatives abroad to open up foreign made 
for home manufactures, Government contracts, 
and other devices, like the adjustment of the 
fiscal system. They had progressed along all 
these lines, 

ROAD WORK. 
‘There was a million and a half pounds avail- 
able for road schemes, and he coyld not see 
what unemployment there was that could not 
ve met out of that sum, in addition to the 
remedy that unemployment insurance afforded 
to certain people. 

The Government had given large sums to 
relief schemes, road and drainage works. 
There were nearly 16,000 persons employed 
between the Shannon scheme, the Barrow 
drainage, and the Carlow beet factory and 
the tariffed industries. $ 

He thought it was time that the talk about 
52s. a week paid to workers on the Shannon 
scheme should cease. There had been no 
such wages paid for the past year. In the 
a they were faced with a big situa- 
tion in the scheme, an economic question, and 
there was one important item—how far broken 
weather would interfere with the carrying out 
of the contract, which had to be com leted 
within a very short period. A wage of 32s. a 
week was fixed, and it did not matter to the 
a een they worked one or fifty hours a 
week, 

For many months past there had not been 
an unskilled worker who did not get £2 a 
week, and the semi-skilled men got nearly 
50s. a week. There had been very little 
broken time, and the work would probably 
be completed within the specified time. 


A GOOD RECORD. 

The members of the Government claimed 
that they had been working for the good of 
the Irish industries, and that they had done 
good work. They said that nothing could be 
achieved by rushing headlong into tariff ex- 
periments, or, making _ ill-considered 
speeches about foreign capital, or talking 
y ney of commissions to consider costings 
an istribution, or whether or not they 
could get a national dividend by labour- 
saving devices. They had got the credit. It 
was not bY referring to the iniquities of 
foreign credit that they would get capital. 

ould a pergon be willing to lend money 
to Mr. MacEntee, who apparently did not 
know what a national debt was? (Laughter.) 
Deputy Briscoe had announced from a plat- 
form that the Fianna Fail deputies were not 
going to take their salaries, but he had to 
write to the newspapers next day denying the 
statement, 
_Mr. BRISCOE (Fianna Fail, South Dub- 
lin) said that he did not quote the Presi- 
dent’s statement that a hundred extra indus- 
tries had been started, or ask him to show 
where they were. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that coming back 
to the self-denial ordinance of the Fianna 
Fail Deputies, perhaps Mr Briscoe was mis- 
quoted, but why correct it the next day ty 
stating that the Deputies were not going to 
take the salaries as such, but were going to 
take what would cover expenses, and that 
whatever was left would be put into a fund 
for the relief of their constituents, or the 
country in general. That was a good idea. 
How much was in the fund? 

Mr. FLYNN said that there was £107 in 
the fund allocated for public, purposes, and 
out of the salaries of their members. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the reduction 
of salaries would have as much effect upon 
the relief of industries as the £107 subscri 
pi) 57 Deputies. There was a sum of 

1,500,000 available for County Councils for 
road work, and there was the present grant 
of £150,000 for relief schemes, and he con- 
tended that the Government had met the 
problem in a fair and reasonable manner.

BELMULLET, Thursday. 
morning the body of Michael 
Monaghan, one of the victims from Innskea 
Islands who were drowned on Friday last, 
was taken from the sea at Kiraun, a few 
miles from the spoj where the men are 
believed to have been drowned. . . 

Owing to the state of the sea, the islands 
are still cut away from the mainland. Four 
Inniskea fiserhmen who reached the mainland 
on Saturday last have been unable to return 
to their homes. 

RELATIVES UNABLE TO ATTEND 
FUNERAL. : 

‘To-day a freshening wind was blowing, 
rendering it impossible to get to the islands, 
and it has -not been possible to acquaint the 
relatives of the drowned man, Monaghan, of 
the finding of his body. None of the friends 
will be able to come across for the funeral, 
nor will Miss Barrett, the school teacher on 
the island, who is also held up there. 

At the moment there is little prospect that 
she will be able to be present at the funeral 
of her father, which will take place at Glen- 
castle to-morrow. ) 

The body of Michael Monaghan was taken 
to the little parish church on a stretcher 
which was composed of the broken pieces of 
one of the wrecked curraghs. During the 
afternoon and evening there was a constant 
stream of the residents of the countryside, 
who came in to offer their tributes of respect 
to the dead man. 

COMPETENT BOATMEN. 

Michael Monaghan was one of two 
brothers who were drowned. They were re- 
garded as two of the most competent boat- 
men on the Western seaboard, and, in ad- 
dition to fishing, had the contract for bring- 
ing provisions to the distant lighthouse on 
Blackrock, which, a dozen miles out in the 
Atlantic, marks the gateway to Blacksod 
Bay. : 

The burial will take place in the graveyard 
at Faulmore after a Requiem Mass to-morrow. 

The Department’s steamer Muirchu, which 
put some fishermen ashore on the Inniskea 
islands yesterday, left this morning at day- 
break to proceed to Lacken Bay; but Mr. 
F. A. Ross, the Department’s inspector, 1s 
endeavouring to get the steamer sent back in 
time in the hope that the captaim may 
able to take over the relatives for the funeral 
here, 

The sea, however, is very choppy, and on 
the distant islands one can see the white foam 
leaping high in the air as the waves are tossed 
back by the rockbound coast. 

Sometimes communicati¥n with the islands 
is cut off for two or three weeks at a stretch, 
and in the present season, with the strong 
wind that is blowing, it is not possible to say 
when a visit to the islands will be possible.

COASTGUARDS’ 
WARNING. 
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FISHERMEN WHO DECIDED TO 
REMAIN ON SHORE, 
From Oun Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BALLINA, Thursday. 

It is now feared that the bodies of the 
dead fishermen from Lacken have been 
brought out to sea, as the boat was smashed 
to pieces on the rocks at Kilcummin Head, 
where the lowest depth of the sea is seventy 
feet. 

A fisherman from Belderrig told me to-day 
that on the night of the storm a large number 
uf fishermen were in the act of going out fishing 
in their curraghs, when they were warned by 
ex-Coastguard Wilkinson that the barometer 
had dropped and that there was every pro- 
bability of a big storm. The men then re- 
turned from the shore with their nets, which 
they had actually in the curraghs ready to go 
out to sea. 

THE NEED OF NEW PIERS. 

The Ballina Proposals Committee, at their 
meeting. to-day, passed a resolution of deep 
sympathy to the relatives of the victims of 
the fishing disasters around the coast. 

Mr. R. Scott, County Councillor, said that 
every man who could afford a sixpence should 
subscribe to the nationab fund opened by 
President Cosgrave. The tragedies in Lacken 
Bay and Inniskea had fixed the eyes of the 
world on the plight of the unfortunate people 
living along the seaboard in the West, and he 
hoped that something wouid even now he 
done to alleviate the conditions under which 
they live. He hoped that some of the 
£200,000 the Government were about to 
divide towards the relief of unemployment 
would be devoted to provide proper piers at 
Lacken and Belderrig. 

Mr. T. Dooher said that if something was 
not done with the existing pier at Lacken it 
would be swept away by the storms of the 
winter. 

The County Surveyor said that a proposal 
would be brought before the County Council 
in January to expend £500 on the Ballycastle 
Pier. He was sure that the Government 
would assist them in repairing the piers along 
the coast. 


SCOTCH FISHERMEN’S 
SYMPATHY, 


The following letter has been received from 
the Scottish Fishermen’s Association by the 
Secretary of the Irish Fishermen’s Association

Dear Friend,—It was with feelings of pro- 
found grief that we learned yesterday of the 
disaster which had befallen a number of the 
Irish fishing boats, involving a loss of over 
forty lives. I am directed by the Executive 
of the Association to convey to you our 
sincere sympathy. Fortunately disasters of 
this magnitude ard of rare occurrence, but 
such as that which has occurred on your 
coast must mean that many families have 
been deprived of their bread-winners.

IN ENNISKILLEN. 


COLLAPSE OF A LADDER, 


-“ 


THREE MEN SERIOUSLY 
INJURED. 


- 


A fire, caused by the explosion oí a heating 
stove, yesterday completely destroyed the 
large drapery premises of Kirkpatrick 
Brothers, Church street, Enniskillen, and 
portion of the adjoining premises of Mr. 
Richard Herbert. Three volunteer firemen 
were severely injured, two of them so 
seriously that little hope of their recovery 1s 
entertained. The two men whose lives are 
despaired of are 

William Scott, painter, who fell from a 
ladder that collapsed and had his head 
terribly injured; and 

Charles Londen, a _ railway 
injured by a wall which fell 
partially suffocated him. 

Both were unconscious when removed 
hospital.

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

The fire was a particularly rapid and 
destructive one. It was shortly after noon 
when the heating stove in the rear of Messrs. 
Kirkpatrick’s premises burst, and, owing to 
the inflammable nature of the stock, the 
flames spread so rapidly that the assistants 
had great difficulty in escaping. The local 
Council's fire hose was brought to the rear of 
Meanwhjle, however, the 
plate-glass windows of the shop collapsed. 
Black volumes of smoke poured from them. 
Air currents from the rear thén forced the 
flames, and to a depth of twenty feet-they 
shot half-way across the street. Soon the 


tarred roadway became ignited, and so intense 


became the heat that plate-glass windows on 
the opposite side of the street collapsed. 
A vigorous wind was blowing, and for a time 
it looked as if the street was doomed. 

The Council’s men brought a ap wg of lines 
of hose to the front, and althongh the position 
looked almost hopeless members of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary and other volunteers 
mounted the roofs of two adjoining houses 
and saved Mr. William Connolly s premises. 
In Mr. Richard Herbert’s premises, however, 
there were large quantities of bottled whiskey. 
Soon the heat caught it and the popping of 
corks was like the rattle of machine-guns. 
Despite the efforts of the fire fighters at least 
Ret as | of the premises was destroyed. The 
whole of Messrs. Kirkpatrick’s shop was 
ruined, and all efforts now were directed 
towards the safety of neighbouring houses. 

COLLAPSE OF A LADDER. 

In order to reach the roof of Messrs. 
Herbert's one of the Council's new extension 
Jadders was used. The workers in their 
haste appear to have erected it with the 
wrong side outward. William Scott ran up 
it with a hose and was followed by four men. 

Scott was trying to get on to the roof 
when the weight of the four men about half- 
way up caused the ladder to collapse. Scott 
and the other four men fell to the ground, 
and amid the screams of the onlookers and 
the moans of the injured ones the fire for 
a moment was forgotten. 

The bodies of the injured men were laid 
carefully aside till motor cars arrived and 
carried them to hospital. 

Scott, who fell some forty feet, had both 
knees broken, and sustained a severe fracture 
of the skull. He is the father of eleven 
children, 

Peter Tyre had both ankles broken, and 
his feet were twisted right round. 

Edward Mulligan had a shoulder blade, his 
right arm and both legs broken. 

Charles Londen, on whom the Wall fell, 
had seven ribs and shoulder blade broken, 
and he suffered from severe concussion, 

HOW LONDEN WAS BURIED, 

Londen had rushed into the main portion 
of Kirkpatrick's premises to put the hose on 
a particular part of the rear of Herbert's 
when portion of a wall collapsed and buried 
him. ‘The Constabulary with bare hands, in 
blinding smoke from the smouldering cloth, 
tore away the red hot bricks, and alter ten 
minutes’ gallant work pulled Londen out 
unconscious. 

Mr. Herbert (the father of Mr. R. A. 
Herbert, solicitor), who has been an invalid 
tvonfined to bed, was with difficulty removed 
from the burning house. 

The shop and the stores of spirits were 
saved, and after four hours’ work the fire 
was completely under control. 

The other men who fell were not seriously 


injured. | 
i ible to save the upper portion 
of Herbert House, two storeys of which were 


ruined. 

Captain Murray, District Inspector, and his 
men did magnificent work, and but for them 
the fire would have done much greater 
damage. 

The hundreds who watched the fire were 
most orderly, and. school-boys formed a 
barricade to prevent encroachment on the 
workers.

AGRICULTURE, 


A meeting of the Royal Dublin Society 
Committee of Agr 
bridge yesterday, the Hon. Mr. Justice Wylie 
presiding. The lists were prepared for the 
next election of Committee of Agriculture and 
additional members for Horse Show purposes. 
The recommendations of the Show and Sales 
Committee regarding the Bull Show and 
Spring Show of 1928 were approved. 

A new rule has been introduced to the 
effect that if a bull is rejected for licence 
under the Live Stock Breeding Act the animal 
shall not be offered for sale by auction, apd 
that aH animals entered for competition (other 
than non-pedigree dairy shorthorns) must be 
entered or accepted íor entry in the Herd 
Books of their respective breeds. 

It was decided to continue riding and jump- 
ing competitions for children, allowing the 
same child to. ride not more than two. ponies 
in the same class; children under fourteen 
years not to be eligible to ride in any of the 
general jumping competitions. 

It was also resolved to continue the scheme

The American Riddle. 


Last year the people of the United 
States reached “' the highest. standard. of 


living ever attained in the history of the 


world.” This claim is made by the 
Federal Bureau of Internal Revenue. Of 
course it 1s a question of définitions. 
Standards of living differ, and some 
persons might argue that the highest was 
reached, more than two thousand years 
ago, by a Greek State whose population 
would be a hardly perceptible addition to 
the Greek population: of New York: 
America’s own standard, however—that of 
material wealth—the Bureau’s claim is 
entirely just. Last year 117,000,000 people 
in the United States had a total income of 
nearly eighteen thousand millions of 
pounds—an increase of more than 43 per 
cent. in the five years since 1921. 
Probably there is no precedent for this 
sudden access of national wealth or for its 
diffused character. The United States is 
not a land where an oligarchy of mulfi- 
millionaires battens on a vast proletariat’s 
ill-requited toil. Industry pays high 
wages and is quick to reward the sort of 
merit which it esteems. Among the 
working classes a scale of domestic comfort 
obtains that is unknown in most parts of 
Europe. Persons who attribute this wealth 
wholly to geography and good luck are 
unjust. It is true that nature. has 
supplied the United States bountifully 
with all the essentials of commerce—except 
rubber ; it is true that the Great War left 
America almost untouched and filled her 
coffers with Europe’s gold; but it is true 
also that she has made an intelligent and 
prompt use of these advantages. 
among the world’s nations, past and 
present, the people of the United States 
have concentrated their whole energy on 
money-making ; and in this field they have 
proved themselves to be extraordinarily 
ingenious, adventurous and adaptable. In 
the pursuit of wealth they have discovered 
—accidentally. as it were—many of the

endowed lavishly, fails generally of its | 


true purpose because it is regarded 
generally as a means to the end of 
material wealth. Municipal and legal 
corruption springs largely from the absence 
-of a well educated and leisurely middle 
class, trainedin the traditions and respon- 
sibilities of government. The widespread 
ignorance and distrust of the external 
world is almost inevitable in a country 
where few men can find time to see life 
steadily and to see it whole. 
future is among the most interesting and 
most important of all human problems. 
Is the United States already an ageing 
country, 
exhausted by the furious pace of ‘ts 
progress, or is it but ““mewing its mighty 
youth ?’’ Will it perish of its concentration 
and excess, or will time and experience 
add to the great qualities which it 
possesses the great qualities that now it 
lacks ? 


Britain’s Coal. 

The colliery owners of South Wales 
and Monmouthshire have "propounded 
a new scheme whereby they hope 
to restore their declining industr¥ to-some 
measure of its former wealth. The 
scheme has been prepared by a sub- 
committee of the local Mining Association, 
and has been circulated in a secret 
memorandum to all the coal-owners, who 
will decide upon its acceptance or rejection 
at a full meeting next week. In broad 
outline it seems to be a local agreement 
on a co-operative basis for the purpose of 
restricting output, and organising selling 
agencies in order to eliminate thé parasitic 
middle-men who at present are such a 
drain on the industry’s resources. This 
plan is in direct opposition-to two other 
proposals which have been made—one by 
Lord Beaverbrook, and the other by Sir 
Alfred Mond. Lord Beaverbrook suggests 
a 100 per cent. trust in England, which 
will control the production and sale of coal 
in all their stages. Sir Alfred Mond 


desires an international cartel, which, by 


arrangement. with the German and other 
foreign producers, will give the British 
coal industry a certain and well-defined 
market. The South Wales plan:is dis- 
tinctive, inasmuch as it proposes to limit 
output and to regulate prices. Seventy 
per cent. of the coal that is produced in 
South Wales is exported, and, therefore, 
those who are responsible for the plan 
hope to be able to make the foreigner pay 
more. In view of the fact that at present, 
though rates have been cut to such an 
extent that South Welsh coal is being sold 
abroad at less than the cost of its produc- 
tion, sales ‘are languishing, it is, difficult 
to understand how an increase in the 
price of export coal is likely to help the 
industry. When the details of the plan 
have been published it may be found that 
by some elaborate system of selling 
agencies the coal-owners will be able to 
accomplish the feat of raising their prices 
and increasing their sales at the same 
time. 

There is no doubt that. the British coal 
industry is administered in a most ex- 
travagant way. In Germany at present 
the Rhenish- Westphalian combine controls 
at least seventy per cent. of the whole 
cutput of the Reich, whereas in Great 
Britain no fewer than six hundred separate 
companies manage 5,000 pits. Under the 
German system a whole horde of directors 
gives way to a comparatively small board. 
An objection to every scheme of reorganisa- 
tion that has been proposed in England 
has been the fact that it involved an in- 
crease in unemployment; but, unfortu- 
nately, there can be no hope of improve- 
ment without this evil—at any rate, for a 
time. The whole industry in England is 
uneconomic. For the months of May, 
June and July of this year, for example, 
the costs of the coal operations in South 
Wales and Monmouthshire amounted to 
£8.636,798, while the pit head receipts 
came to £8,062,869. These figures are 
given by the Miners’ Federation, and 
show a net loss of more than £500,000. 
The truth seems to be that there are too 
many men. Output per man is insufh- 
cient, and the maintenance of uneconomic 
pits involves the employment of thousands 
Whatever scheme 
may 


of unnecessary hands. 
ultimately is. adopted—and we 
assume that some scheme of reorganisa- 
tion is imminent—a large number of men 
must be thrown out of work. The in- 
dustry cannot attempt to support its 
present population; which is based on a 
world consumption of coal that no longer 
exists: Oil fuel has replaced steam coal 
on most of the ocean highways of the 
world, and, as time progresses, the demand 
for crude coal is likely to diminish still 
further. Pending the perfection of a low 
temperature . carbonisation process, the 
only hope for the British industry is its

Airways line from Karachi to Calcutta, 
and thence to Rangoon. British interests 
are negotiating for a service from Penang 
to the Dutch East Indies, and both the 
Straits Settlements and the Federated 
Malay States are expected to give financial 
help. With the present equipment and 
experience of British airmen, the air route 
of 13,400 miles from England to Australia 
can be covered in seventeen days ; and, with 
the development of full night flying, it is 
expected to reduce this time for the flight 
from London to Australia to 179 hours. 
With night flying the route from London 
to Cape Town could be flown in four days 
and a half. 


Johnson’s Dictionary. 


“ No man but a blockhead ever wrote 
except for money,’ said Dr. Johnson, 
when his famous dictionary of the English 
language long since had been completed. 
That great work was, indeed, a wonderful 
achievement. Nothing of the sort. had 
been done before, and Johnson laboured 
with no assistance save that of 
amanuenses. Exhaustive etymologies were 
given, and the uses of almost every word 
were illustrated, in their various: shades 
of meaning, by quotations from the 
English classics. . It is hard to know 
whether the abundance of the lexico- 
grapher’s learning or the industry that 
carried him through the task is to be 
admired the more. The dictionary 
appeared one hundred and seventy-two 
years ago. It is, of course, hopelessly out 
of date to-day. The English language has 
increased its vocabulary by thousands of 
words ; many a word that Johnson con- 
demned as “low’’ now is used by the best 
writers, and many words that Johnson 
favoured are now obsolescent. Yet those 
who possess copies of this historic work 
know that it still can be consulted to 
the great advantage of the writer who 
loves precision and the flavour of the past. 
In the last week of this month the proof- 
sheets of the dictionary—the Daily 
Telegraph states—will be offered for sale 
at Sotheby's. They comprise 1,630 slips, 
many annotated by Johnson’s own hand, 
and many containing quotations that never 
found their way to the published work. 
On one slip, which contains a quotation 
from Charles I. to illustrate one meaning 
of “assent,” Johnson has written 
hurriedly: ‘“ Remember on Monday to 
fetch in N. and sort it’’—a note which 
suggests faintly the harassing fear of 
omission under which Johnson must have 
worked. It is probable that American 
buyers will bid high sums for this historic 
document. The proof corrections dictated 
by Milton for the first beok of “ Paradise 
Lost’ were bought for the Pierpont 
Library at £5,000. 
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MR. VINCENT SCULLY. 

Mr. Vincent Scully, who died in a Dublin 
nursing home on Wednesday last, at the age 
of 81, was the head of a family that has been 
settled in Tipperary for at, least four hundred 
years. For centuries the Scullys of Kilfeacle 
were among the leading landed gentry of the 
county, and it was only within the past fifty 
years that the head of the family went to re- 
side at Castle Park, Golden: 

Mr  Scully’s father, also Vincent Scully, 
was for many years member of Parliament for 
Cork, and he married a Miss Grogan, mem- 
bers of whose family represented Dublin City 
at Westminster. Mr. Vincent Scully himself 
stood unsuccessfully for the Parliamentary re- 
presentation of Kilkenny at the election after 
the Parnell “split.” Hé: had no ambitions 
for public life; and allowed his name to be 
put forward only af the special request of 
Mr. Parnell, of whom he was a close personal 
friend. . After that he took no part. in politics, 
but to‘the end ‘he never lost his enthusiasm 
for Ireland and the uplifting of the country. 
During the recént troublous times his home 
at Castle Park was seized by the Republicans, 
who smashed all the valuable furniture, plate 
and glass that was not stolen It grieved 
him sorely that such wanton destruction 
should: be carried out by his own fellow- 
coumrymen 

Mr. Scully lived the uneventful life of an 
Irish country gentleman, busying himself only 
with the affairs in his immediate neighbour- 
hood. In the old days he was Chairman of 
the Grand Jury, and in more recent times he 
was ono of those who helped in the establish- 
ment of the Agricultural Show at Tipperary 
For years he was a director of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, in the establishment of 
which he was associated with the Murphy 
family, of Cork, after the liquidation of tho 
old Munster Bank. He retired from the 
directorate in the eariy nineties. 

Mr. Scully married Emma, daughter of 
Pierce Marcus Barron, of Belmont Park, 
Waterford, and they had a family of three 
daughters and two sons. One of the two 1s 
Colonel Scully, D.S.0., who commanded the 
10th Hampshire Regiment and the 5th Con- 
naught Rangers in the great war. He was all 
through the fighting from the landing at 
Gallipoli to three days before the Armistice, 
when he was severely wounded in France. 
Mr. Scully’s funeral takes place at Dean's 
Grange Cemetery this morning after 9 o'clock 
Mass at the Church of St. Andrew, Westland

At 9 oclock last 
night there was a fall of six degrees in 
the temperature, compared with Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights, when over 62 
degrees were registered. 


HIGHEST FOR EIGHTY YEARS. 


In the London district the official 
maximum temperature of 64 degrees at 
Kew Observatory was one degree above 
the previous highest, reached in 1876, 
while at Greenwich the day was the 
warmest experienced in November since 
1847. 

For continued heat throughout twenty-

Other places at which the thermometer 
rose to 64 degrees yesterday were Tun- 
bridge Wells, Margate, Southsea, Chel- 
tenham and Llandudno.

SENATOR’S STATEMENT.

Considerable interest has been created 
in mining circles by the South Wales and 
Monmouthshire coal-owners’’ scheme for a 
system of co-operation. The details have 
been circulated in a secret document to the 
individual colliery owners, and the ques- 
tion will be censidered at a full meeting 
of the Association. 

The object of the scheme, it is declared, 
is to get more for the coal so as to pay 
the costs of production, which are not 
being earned at present. 

South Wales export at least 70 per cent. 
of its coal, and its problem is entirely 
different from that of the inland: districts. 


THE EXPORT PROBLEM. 
“How the South Wales, or any*other 


group of owners, is going by co-operative 
effort to regulate output and prices so as 
to eliminate existing losses, none of us 
know yet,’’ said an authority who was in- 
terviewed in London yesterday. “The 
dificulty which the South Wales coal- 
owners seems to be up against is to 
persuade the foreign consumer, over. whom 
they have no control, to pay more for the 
.0a]l, Nobody knows. how the new plan 
will work out, but the owners will 
certainly not adopt it without very serious 
consideration. 

“T think there is a tendency to confuse 
this scheme with Lord Beaverbrook’s plan 
for creating a huge coal trust for the whole 
of Great Britain, and with Sir Alfred 
Mond's idea of rationalisation and inter- 
national] cartels. Sir Alfred Mond aims, 
apparently, at the creation of an organisa- 
tion for the production and marketing of 
coal in Great Britain, and entering into 
arrangements to meet German competitors. 

ntrasts the Rhenish Westphalian 
Coote Syndicate, which is said to control 
70 per cent. of the total output of 
Germany with the 600 odd colliery com- 
panies in Britain operating about 5,000 
minés. 
TRUSTIFICATION. 

“Lord Beaverbrook’s proposal for 
complete and compulsory trustification for 
the whole industry is entirely opposed to 
the report of the Royal Commission. The 
whole question of co-operative effort has 
been very carefully considered by various 
groups of owners all the year. There is 
already the anthracite combine, which 
appointed one firm through which to do 
their selling. There is another example— 
the New South Yorkshire and Doncaster 
amalgamation.” “ 


MINERS' ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of the Miners’ Federation 
was explained by the Secretary, Mr. A. J. 
Cook, who said that the Federation would 
welcome any effort by the owners to im- 
prove organisation in the industry, and 
to secure regular work and a living wage 
for the miners. 

“I have no details yet of the South 
Wales scheme, but it seems to be in the 
right direction. It is a great pity the 


British coal-owners did not recognise that 
unrestricted production. and unlimited 
competition one with another at home, as 
well as abroad, would lead to the present 
deplorable situation. 

“My colleagues and myself have re- 
peatedly declared that there is no hope 
whatever for the British coal case until 
there is an organisation regulating pro- 
duction and distribution, and until selling 
agencies are established both for home- 
consumed coal and for the export trade. 
I am still convinced that nothin~ short of 
nationalisation will be of any permanent 
benefit to the miners and the industry, 
but the South Wales ‘move is a welcome 
one, and I hope that it will be taken up, 
and lead to the unification of all the coal- 
fields of Britain. 

“ Trustification, on the other hand, 
cannot be of any benefit, as it means 
elimination by force and the creation of 
& monopoly. 


‘‘ The truth that must be faced is that 
the health of the coal industry in this 
country, and, indeed, of the industries of 
the country as a whole, requires that the 
price of coal shall be reduced to a point 
which will enable our industries success- 
fully to meet foreign competition.’’ 


HEAVY LOSSES. 

The Miners’ Federation a week ago pub- 
lished a summary of the results of the 
district ascertainments. In the case of 
South Wales and Monmouthshire the 
figures were for May, June and July The 
total costs were £8,636,798, andthe pit- 
head proceeeds £8,062,869, leaving a trad- 
ing loss of £573,929, and a net accumu- 
lated deficiency of £1,923,3574. 

PREMATURE. 

Sir Adam Nimmo, Vice-President of 
the Mining Association, interviewed at 
Glasgow yesterday, stated that the South 
Wales scheme was “‘ entirely premature.”’

The King signed a proclamation at the 
Privy Council yesterday, determining new 
designs for silver coins of the Realm. The 
alterations are on the reverse of the coin 
in each case. 

The designs, in the isi of the pro- 
clamation, will be as follows :— 


CROWN. 

Every crown shall have for the obverse 
‘impression our effigy, with the inscription |. 
“Georgius V. Dei Gra. Britt. Omn. Rex.,”’ 
and for the reverse, the Royal Crown with 
the date of the year encircled by a wreath 
composed of the national emblems of the 
Rose, Thistle and Shamrock, with the in- 
scription: “Fid. Def. Ind. Imp.,’’ 
together with the word “crown.” The 
coin shall have a graining upon the edge. 


HALF-CROWN. 

Every half-crown shall have the same 
obverse impression and inscription as the 
crown; and for the reverse, the ensigns 
armorial of the United Kingdom, con- 
tained in a shield, having on each side the 
initial letter of our name in duplicate and 
interlaced, surmounted by the Royal 
Crown, with the inscription: “Fid. Def. 
Ind. Imp.,’' together with the words “half- 
crown ” and the date of the year, inter- 
spersed with the national emblems of the 
Rose, Thistle and Shamrock. The coin 
shal] have a graining upon the edge. 


FLORIN. 

Every florin shall have the same obverse 
impression and inscription as the crown, 
and for the reverse the initial letter of our 
name in the centre, interlaced by four 
crowned sceptres in the form of a cross; 
in the angles, the ensigns armorial] of the 
United Kingdom, contained in four 
shields, with the inscription: “ Fid: Def. 
Ind. Imp.,’’ together with the words “one 
florin’’ and the date of the year. The 
coin shall have a graining upon the edge. 


SHILLING. 

Every shilling shall have the same 
obverse impression and inscription as the 
crown, and for the reverse our Royal 
Crest, with the inscription: ‘‘Fid. Def. 
Ind. Imp.,’’ together with the words “ one 
shilling’’ and the date of the year. The 
coin shall have a graining upon the edge. 


SIXPENCE. 

Every sixpence shall have the same 
obverse impression as the crown, with the 
inscription: ‘Geéeorgivs V. D.G. Britt. 
Omn. Rex., Fid. Ind. Imp.,’’ and for the 
reverse six acorns growing from interlaced 
oak branches, with the word “ sixpence”’ 
and the date of the year. The coin shall 
have a graining upon the edge. 


THREEPENGE. 

Every threepence, not being a coin of 
the King’s Maundy Monies, shall have the 
same obverse impression as the crown, 
with the inscription: “ Georgius V. D.G. 
Britt. Omn. Rex., Fid. Ind. Imp.,” and 
for the reverse three acorns growing irom 
interlaced oak twigs, with the word “‘three- 
pence ” and the date of the year The coin 
shall have a plain edge. 

The proclamation comes into force on 
the first of next December.

BIG POLL IN CARLOW: 
KILKENNY.

A LANDSLIDE ON THE L.M.S. 
LINE 

Floods, following heavy rains, continue 
to cause damage, particularly in the 
North of England. Main line traffic on 
the London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way between Euston and Carlisle was 
seriously delayed yesterday by a land- 
slidé in the mountainous district of West- 
moreland. 

A great effort was made to expedite the 
progress of the Royal Scot non stop ex- 
press from Euston to Carlisle, but, though 
a preceding express was shunted out of 
its way, it was forty-six minutes late at 
Carlisle. 

Owing to floods in the Lune Valley the 
railway from Hellifield (Yorkshire) to 
Lancaster and Morecombe was impassable 
at Claughton, near Hornby, in Lancs., 
and L.M.S. trains were sent by an alter- 
native route, which involved considerable 
delay.

MEMORIALS 


NATION’S SHRINE. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR 
AN ENLARGEMENT. 


Proposals to enlarge Westminster Abbey 
by the building of a new north aisle, or 
an addition to the Chapter House, have 
been under serious consideration by a sub- 
commission of the Cathedrals Commission 
of the Church Assembly, whose. report was 
issued yesterday. 

“We regard this as a matter of urgent 
national importance,’’ state the Commis- 
sion, and the Sub- Commission in their own 
report state : 

“The time has now come when the nation 
must decide whether or not Westminster 
Abbey is to retain the place it has held for 
centuries as the shrine. of the nation’s 
memories of the great men and women who 
have .given noble service to the British 
Commonwealth, to science, literature and 
art. Delay in making this decision is no 
lorger possible.” 

The Archbishop. of York was Chairman 
of the Sub-Commission, who were con- 
vinced that. no further space within the 
Abbey itself was now available, or could 
be made available for memorials. 


AN EMPTY SHELL. 

They were opposed to the policy of re- 
moving existing memorials, and dismissed 
at once the idea of building some hall of 
fame on another site. A hall of this kind 
would be “a mere empty shell—a body 
without a soul.’’ 

They were driven to the conclusion that 
“4 new building ought, in the immediate 
future, to be erected within the Abbey 
grounds, or in close connection with the 
Abbey Church.” 

Among the objections stated to a new 
north aisle, to be built in the grass space 
stretching from the north transept to the 
west front, were: “It would entirely 
change the aspect of the only part of the 
Abbey where the design is visible in one 
unbroken front. This is the view of the 
Abbey, familiar for generations to the 
people who pass by it continually. It 
seems more than probable that popular 
opinion would regard any such complete 
change in the long-accustomed aspect of 
the Abbey with dislike, if not resent- 
ment.”’ 

Some members of the Sub-Commission 
were greatly impressed by the merits of 
the proposal, and others were strongly 
opposed to it. 


AN ALTERNATIVE SCHEME. 

The alternative idea of a building. run- 
ning parallel to Henry VII.’s Chapel, con- 
sisting of an ambulatory round the 
Chapter "'ouse and a series of cloisters 
between it and Old Palace Yard, was con- 
sidered, an argument in its favour being 
that a scheme on these lines would pro- 
hably excite the least controversy and 
secure the most support. 

It was recommended that expert advice 
on the north aisle scheme should be taken, 
and plans of the other scheme prepared. 

The Sub-Commission unanimously con- 
sidered that if the objections to the former 
proved insuperable, “a building on the 
Chapter House site would, if rightly 
planned, prove to be a most satisfactory 
solution of the problem.”’

FERRY BOAT DISASTER

11 DEAD AND 26 MISSING. 
From REvuTER'’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, Thursday. 

Nine persons are known to have lost their 
lives as'a result of the collision in Sydney 
Harbour this morning between the steamer 
Tahiti and the harbour ferry Greycliffe, and 
it is feared that the total death-rol! will 
amount to upwards of twenty. 

The Tahiti was heading out of the harbour 
bound for San Francisco, when the Grey- 
cliffe, which had 150 passengers on board, 
tried to cross her bows. 

The Tahiti struck the ferry amidship, cut- 
ting her clean in half, and several of those on 
the ferry were killed - outright. 

The ‘Tahiti passed clean over the ferry, 
which sank in three minutes in a cloud of 
steam, leaving about 150 persons, including 
many ‘school children, struggling in the water. 

Passing craft and boats from the “shore 
rushed to the rescue. 

Nine bodies have so far been removed to 
the mortuary. 

It is feared that many were trapped in 
the cabins. About thirty persons have been 
taken to hospital in a state of ‘collapse.

26 missing, including 12 naval ratings.

PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY'S 


DEBATE. 


IRELAND BEHIND THE 
TIMES. 


Ei = 


Juvenile Crime was the title of the in- 
eugural address given by Mr. A. C. Strahan, 
Sch., Mod., B.A., President, at the opening 
meeting of Dublin University Philosophical 
Society in Trinity College last night. 

The Provost, on taking the chair, explained 
that he took the place of Sir Robert Woods 
who was not as well as his friends could 
wish. He trusted that Sir Robert’s indis- 
position was only a passing one. 

THE PAPER. 

The President, in the course of his paper, 
said that the formation of useful and os mó 
tive citizens out of the unpromising material 
that finds its way into those prisons and 
penal establishments which cause the greatest 
waste of money and life in modern civilisa- 
tion, was a problem of international import- 
ance, and he was convinced that if they did 
not allow themselves to be overwhelmed 
by the flood of pessimism which would 
inevitably meet them at the outset, ib was 
not incapable of solution. In England Sa 
the past few months, juvenile crime ha 
attracted, to some extent, the public atten- 
tion it deserved, and it would almost cer- 
tainly be the subject of important legisla- 
tion in the immediate future. In Ireland, 
unfortunately, owing to causes which were 
quite outside the scope of the paper, the 
treatment employed was quite imadequate 
and far inferior to that in either England or 
America. i 

Having reviewed the steps taken in Eng- 
land to deal with the problem, Mr. Strahan 
said that the treatment of offences by juve 
niles as crimes was a blunder, and had been 
responsible in the past for almost unbeliev- 
able atrocities. Public opinion had gradually 
been educated, and young offenders were now 
rightly regarded as a subject for the school- 
master and the doctor, rather than for the 
lawyer. But much yet remained to be done. 
Discussing the present methods of dealing 
with juvenile offenders, such as probation and 
the reformatory, he said that the latter had 
succeeded far better than the average man 
had any idea of, and they should be careful 
of abolishing or curtailing to any serious ex- 
tent such a system. Such schools were neces- 
sary in cases where the home environment was 
not sufficiently good to make probation de- 
sirable. The policy of mixing boys who had 
been committed for some offence with those 
who had committed no offence, but were 
merely destitute, was a very dangerous one. 

Referring to Borstal instit&tes, he said that 
there was one such institution in this country 
—at Clonmel—for males. Unfortunately, in 
the majority of cases old prisons had been 
converted. and work was, therefore, carried 
on at a disadvantage; but, in spite of strong 
criticisms, it seemed a great measure 
of success had been attained. Treland 
hed been backward in solving the 
problem of treatment for juvenile 
offenders, but he was strongly convinced 
that both in this country and elsewhere, if 
the public could be persuaded to give suffi- 
cient attention to one of the most pressing 
of its duties, there was every reason for an 
optimistic view of what was often regarded 
as one of the most hopeless of subjects. 
(Applause.) 
VOTE OF THANKS. 

Mr. FitzGerald Kenney (Free State Minis- 
ter for Justice) proposed that the best thanks 
of the Society were due to the President for 
his address. He expressed his high apprecia- 
tion of the paper which, ile said, was a very 
admirable one. Of late there had been a 
very considerable alteration in the treatment 
of child delinquents; many years ago the 
child had been treated in the same fashion as 
an adult. All over the world the problem 


| was a serious one, but he thought it was 


less serious in Ireland than anywhere else. 
(Hear, hear.) 

He disagreed with the President when he 
said that juvenile crime had not decreased, 
It had, in fact, decreased enormously of late 
years. A few years ago there had been 
15,000 cases of juvenile delinquents tried in 
the Dublin Police Courts, and at that time 
they had as many as seven reformatories. 
Last year there were only 2,255 cases, one- 
sixth of the total thirty or forty years ago. 
Of these, 408 cases were dismissed, 709 were 
sent home after being admonisned, 287 were 
sent to industrial schools, 640 were fined, 19 
being sent to reformatory schools, 1 to a 1cn- 
tal home, and 168 placed on probation. Yor 
the rest of Ireland, 1,436 juvenile offendors 
were dealt with. These figures showed that 
the country was singularly free from crimes 
committed by juveniles. (Applause.) Though 
not of large dimensions, this problem shouid 
be dealt with, and an effort should be made 
to reform every single individual. Various 
methods had been adopted. They had now 
one reformatory school—one boys’ school, 
containing about 100 boys, and a girls’ school, 
in which there were 23 or 24 inmates. 

PROBATION. 

Referring to the other method—probation— 
he said that the system of boarding-out had 
not been tried in the case of juvenile 
offenders. It had been tried extensively by 
the Local Government Board in Poor Law 
cases, and had turned out to be the best 
method for orphans and deserted children. 
it might also be the best method for dealing 
with delinquent juveniles. With the use of 
probation they were working towards a very 
satisfactory solution of this problem, and he 
hardly thought that at the present moment 
any further or greater efforts were required. 
They should look to a proper system of 
education to build up their people; and they 
not only looked to the school, but also to 
the Church, and their strongest sanction 
should be the religious sanction. (Applause.) 

AN APPOSITE REMINDER. 

Sir Joseph Noonan, K.C., in seconding the 
motion, reminded the Provost, amid laughter, 
that the first time he met the Provost on a 
platform was when he stood three steps below 
lim, and was fined 32s. 6d. by him for not 
attending to his religious duty. (Laughter.) 
He was very glad of the opportunity of again 
meeting the Provost on a platform. 

Continuing, he said that the paper read 
by the President of the Society was an excel- 
lent one. It was in no way superficial, for 
it, in fact, covered practically the whole 
sround they had to deal with in this country. 
That the subject was of great importance was 
shown by the fact that the speakers, who in- 
cluded the Minister for Justice, Mr. Lupton, 
and The MacDermot—three of the busiest 
men in the country, and the greatest authori- 
ties on the subject—found time to come and 
speak on it. This was a great compliment 
to the President, but it was no greater than 
his paper deserved. He was part n'/arly 
lad to see the” Minister for Justice, who 
had slid a little lightly over the aftitude of 
the past and present Governments on this 
question, but he had no doubt that in twelve 
months’ time, his record would show that he 
had realised the failures of the past and 
recent Irish Governments in relation to this 
matter. (Hear, hear.) He believed that some- 
thing was ready to be done, but the death 
of Mr. O’Higgins intervened—something that 
would keep them up to date on this par- 
ticular question. Ireland appeared to be as 
far behind England in this matter as England 
was behind America. England followed 
America in 1908, when the Children’s Act was 
introduced, abolishing imprisonment and 
establishing probation. In 1924 New York 
made a huge advance in the problem, and 
that would be followed to a large extent by 
the findings of Sir Thomas Molony’s Com- 
mittee if they were carried out. 
, Where were they in Ireland in respect of 
this problem! He was afraid that they were 
very far behind. He thought that it was 
very wrong that juvenile offenders should be 
tried in the same building where ordinary 
criminal cases were tried, although in different 
rooms. It seemed to him that they had a long 
way to go in this country, but he realised 
that the fate of the children was in very 
hands when in charge of the Minister for 
Justice. (Applause.) 

A MATTER OF LUCK. 
Mr. FE. Lupton, K.C., swid that it was due 


only to the luck that children had in having 


good parents and proper home training that 
they did not find themselves in the position 
of those children who visit the Police Courts. 
He did not like always to tap hid fellow- 
countrymen on the back and tell them that 
they were the best people in the world, and 
that there was a tendency in the English bo 
to commit crime which was not in the Ivis 
boy. He thought that the tendency was the

contact with adult. criminals. He thought 
that it would not be a difficult matter to 
provide a separate building altogether for the 
trial of children, | 

Of course, the normal place for children 
was the home, but, then, they must have a 
normal home. There was not a normal home 
in‘a tenement house, in the sense in which 
those present understood it, He thought that 
it was quite impossible for a child, no matter 
how well-intentioned the parents ‘might be, 
to grow up healthily ina tenement ‘house. 
There would be a death in one house, a birth 
m another, and a drunken brawl in another. 

What was to be done with the child when 
it was ready to become a citizen of the State? 
There were a great many occupations called 
blind-alley occupations. If a boy commenced 
as a newsboy or a porter in a public-house, 
he very often turned out to be an incompetent 
man, and not able to earn anything. Then 
he got into trouble, and that meant trouble 
for all. He got into lazy habits, and then he 
got married. Mr. Lupton said that he could 
not suggest a remedy for that. Some of those 
who would read and think upon the paper 
read by the President might be able to find 
some solution. (Applause.) 

The motion was adopted. 

SOME PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 

The MacDermot, D.L., Chairman of the 
General Prisons Board, proposed “‘ That the 
Philosophical Society is worthy of the support 
of the students of the University.” He said 
that at the Borstal Institution at Clonmel 
they took in boys from 16 to 21 years of age. 
Who are those hoys, he asked, and where do 
they come from? Their story did not vary 
much—illegitimacy, the workhouse, a drunken 
father, the slum dwelling, and the pathetic 
little drama—mother dead and father married 
again. Then there were the cases of evil 
companions and petty thieving for cigarettes 
and the cinema, followed up by some serious 
organised crime. These boys, when convicted, 
instead of heing sent to prison, were sent to 
a Borstal Institution. He would prefer to 
have a large State farm, remote from the 
town, and under some authority other than 
the prison authority. 

He had been through a good many indus- 
trial schools managed by the Nuns, and he 
did not think that there were any institutions 
run better. The children had all that love 
and care could do for them. Of course, it 
was a sad thing to see a girl-child in an in- 
stitution, but these girls were happy in those 
schools. They were sent out into the world 
fully qualified to take up an honest station 
in life. He did not feel so confident with 
regard to the male industrial school. Many 
of the boys drifted into the prisons. The 
managers of those schools were most zealous. 
They had their hearts completely in their 
work. But what must it be for a boy who 
for long years never heard the sound of a 
woman's voice, nor felt the tender hand of a 
woman on his shoulder? 

At the International Prisons Congress in 
London last year a great many of the dele- 
gates—particularly those from England, France 
and Germany—were strongly in favour of 
sending juveniles guilty of crime to Canada. 
It, appeared that these boys would be received 
ito the homes of Canadian families. The 
boys would earn good money, and could re- 
visit their own countries later without the 
stigma of the Borstal Institution. 

He was sorry to say that they had not yet 
arrived at that stage in this country when 
they could look at a proposal of that kind 
from the point of view of the interest of the 
person concerned. 

INDIVIDUAL TREATMENT. 

In seconding the resolution, Mr. J. C. M. 
Eason, O.B.E., President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, said that the more in- 
dividual treatment they gave to the juvenile 
criminal the better. Each delinquent 
should be treated individually. There was 
a tendency at the present time to throw the 
responsibility on the State. The people them- 
selves did not seem to realise their responsi- 
bilities sufficiently. 

The resolution was passed. 

The Provost congratulated the President 
on his paper, and said that it waz a happy 
inauguration of his period of office.

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SECOND ACCIDENT IN 
TWENTY YEARS.

BELFAST MAN KILLED BY FIRE 
ENGINE. 


A verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death” was 
returned at the inquest, which was held in 
Belfast yesterday on the body of John Magee 
(59), an R.I.C. pensioner of Arizona street, 
Belfast, who was knocked down by a fire 
engine opposite the gasworks last Saturday. 

Dr. James Graham, Coroner, remarked 
that during his period of office, which ex 
tended over twenty years, there had been 
only two fatal accidents in which the fire 
brigade were concerned. 

The evidence showed that v hen the engine 
was returning from a fire in Downpatrick 
it suddenly swerved, crashed into the lamp- 
post, and knocked down Magee. Three of 
the firemen were also thrown off the vehicle. 
The four were afterwards taken to the Royal 
Victoria Hospital, where Magee died shortly 
after admission. 


LONDON WOUNDING 
CASE, 


SIX PEOPLE TAKEN TO 
HOSPITAL. 


A man, four women, and a girl were taken 
to hospital last night from a flat in Corn 
wall Cottages, Popham street, Islingt~., 
London, all suffering from flesh wornds. The 
more seriously injured were Frederick Cox 
(41), of Cornwall Cottages, and his wife, 
Elizabeth May Cox, who were detained with 
throat injuries. The others—Mrs. Cox’s 
mother, Mrs. Newby; her sisters, Mrs. Skar- 
rett and Miss Newby; and her daughter, Ada 
Cox, aged 16—-were allowed to go after 
treatment. 

It was in Mrs. Newby’s fiat, on the second 
floor of the block, that the injuries were 
inflicted. Cox was heard talki: x loudly with 
his mother-in-law, and, when his wife and 
sisters-in-law later entered the flat, several 
voices joined in the argument. Then the 
women rushed out to the landing with cuts 
on their faces and hands, from whi - blood 
was dripping. Cox came out after them. 

Mr. 6 vans, thé assistant caretaker of 
the block, sent for the police. When the 
others returned from hospital they were 
questioned by the police as to what had 
occurred in the house, and later Cox was 
placed under a polico guard in the hospital.

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CABINET-MAKING IN DUBLIN, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Can anything be done to revive the 
once-fiourishing industry of cabinet-making, or 
can anyone offer a satisfactory explanation 
why furniture is not manufacttred on a more 
extensive scale, in Dublin particularly, and in 
Ireland generally? “Time was when Dublin- 


‘made cabinet work earned for itself a name to 


be proud of, and even now the products, in 
the, form of antiques, from the hands of the 
old Dublin cabinet-makers are -prized ‘and 
eagerly sought after. There is no doubt that 
first-class furniture: can still be produced in 


‘Dublin, but the manufacturers meet with 


very little encouragement. from the wholesale 
buyers or the public. The home-produced 
article may cost: more than. the inferior stuff 
that is dumped by the toh on our quays, but 
buyérs of taste and jadgment know that the 
home product is well worth the difference. 

It may be urged: that the want.of proper 
technical training: was a severe handicap to 
the industry in the past. That want, how- 
ever, has now been supplied. The .manage- 
ment of the Technical Institute, Bolton street, 
Dublin,’ has established splendidly-equipped 
day apprenticeship classes for the t mire of 
cabinet-making. The scholarships in con- 
nection with these classes are open. to com- 

tition, and by this means the right class of 
oy is procured for the trade. ot only is 
the teaching freé, but the successful students 
aré paki a weekly. wage during their two 
years special training. Abt the end of this 
time the, boys are compétent to take their 
places at the bench, and empléyment is 
guaranteed to tlrem.. At ‘the recent Civic 
Week exhibition of students’ work at the 
Bolton street Institute the display of cabinet 
work made by the boys attending the cabinet- 
making classes excited the greatest interest 
and called forth the most fovourable com- 
ment. 

The hardest blow that the Dublin cabinet- 
maker is suffering from just now is the 
enormous quantity of early Victorian furniture 
imported here. The country is simply flooded 
with it, and there seems to he little else sold 
in the auction rooms. This furniture is 
valued ridiculously low for duty. Imagine a 
six-foot solid carved mahogany bookcase in 
ood condition at a declared value of £3 10s. 
t would cost £35 to make such an article 
here. The “Dublin maker has very little 
chance against this unfair competition. To 
guard against possible fraud upon the Revenue 
it is essential that a furniture expert—who 
Should be a practical cabinet-maker—be’ ap- 
pointed to see that the goods are declared at 
their true value. The opinion of the trade is 
that there should be a duty of 50 per cent. 
on al! imported household furniture, including 
mantelpieces and internal fittings. This would 
give the industry a fair chance to recover its 
footing, after which the duty could be 
reduced. i 

It would be a great boon to manufacturers 
here, and especially to small, struggling manu- 
facturers, if the State could see its wav to 
advance them money, on proper security, at a 
low rate of interest. The want of a little 
extra capital is a severe handicap to manv a 
manufacturer.—Yours, etc.. ‘ Progress.”

THE DUBLIN MAILS.

Sik,—Last week the postman, delivering 
letters at my address, dropped into my letter- 
box a pamphlet issued by the Départment 
of Posts and Telegraphs, Dublin, calling my 
attention to a new system, evolved by the 
Minister, for addressing letters intended for 
persons resident in the Dublin postal, area. 
and informing me that my postal address 
would in future be known as- “ Dublin, 
S.W.1." In addition, I was informed that 
the scheme was devised with the. object of 
“ factlitating the sorting _ and . delivery of 
letters in the city and subufban areas,” and 
that, “if the proper district initials and 
number appear iu the address, the letters; 
etc., can be sorted expeditiously and 
accurately, even by officers of short 
experience” Again, the pamphlet informed 
me that the Munster appealed .‘‘to all resi- 
dents in the city and suburbs to. assist in 
making the scheme a success by adopting 
the new form of address forthwith.” I must 
honestly admit that’ the fact that the 
“ Dublin Chamber of Commerce had approved 
of the suggestion’’ completely threw me off 
my guard, and made me firm in my resolu- 
tion to support the Minister’s scheme to the 
last ditch. 

Accordingly, I obtained a copy of the list 
(provided by the Post Office free of charge) 
showing the names of the principal streets 
in the city and suburbs, with the appropriate 
initials and number, to enable me to pull my 
weight in helping to carry the Minister's 
scheme to fruition. On Monday last, the 
dist October; I posted in College Green 
Post Office before 10 a.m. a letter addressed 
to a friend in Rathgar road, having first 
complied with the Minister’s suggestion to 
add the initials ‘“‘S.W.4’’ to the address. My 
letter conveyed a request to the addressee to 
call on me without fail on the night of 
Tuesday, the lst November, at 8 p.m. The 
witching hour arrived, but not my expected 
guest. Hours passed, and I packed up and 
went to bed, calling my faithless guest all 
the names in the calendar. - Had I not placed 
the initials “S.W.4” on the envelope? 
Could mortal man do more? 

This afternoon, when I arrived home from 
my office, I tound a note awaiting me from 
my friend in ‘‘8.W.4,” informing me that 
my letter of the 3ist October had réached 
him by the 11 a.m. post to-day, the 2nd 
inst., via London—thus proving, to my entire 
satisfaction, that under the new system it 
takes only two days to deliver to Rathgar 
road a letter posted before 10 a.m. at College 
Green, and vindicating the claim of the 
Minister that, by using the new numbers “to 
indicate the route of the postman,”’ the risk 
of delay is reduced to a minimum.—yYours, 
etc., yh AA7

THE EXPORT OF COWS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sik,—At a meeting held in Cork the other 
day it was decided to ask the Department 
of Agriculture to inquire into the slaughter 
of certain in-calf cows recently being exported 
to England, with a view to “securing com- 
pensation and finding some remedy.”’ Permit 
me to suggest that, so far as a remedy is 
concertitd, the proper one, as a temporary 
expedient at least, is to prevent the export 
of in-calf eows altogether. These cattle are 
exported in large numbers, and when they 
caive in’ England the caves are slaughtered 
and sold“ for food at & cheap rate. The 
calves are thus lost to both countriés. 

There is a decrease in the number of cattle 
in this country, as compared with the number 
a few years ago, and the export of in-calf 
heifers and cows is one of the causes of this 
decrease. There is an additional demand 
for young calves here at present, because 
many farmers, who have lost their capital 


owing to bad times, are turning to calf- | 


rearing as their only hope of getting in on 
a stock of cattle. If the export of these iIn- 
calf cows were stopped, the calves which are 
now being slaughtered after they are born 
in England would be saved for this country, 
which badly needs them; the farmers would 
be facilitated in re-stocking their lands; the 
wealth of the country would be increased, 
and that adverse balance would be reduced, 
if only by a little. Cows could be exported, 
and are being exported, just as well after 
calving as before it.—Yours, etc.,

THE FIGHT AGALNST 
CRUELTY. 


PROBLEM OF THE AFTER- 
CARE OF CRIPPLES. 


- 


Various aspects of child welfare were 
discussed at the annual meeting of the 
Dublin and District branch of the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, which» was held at the Shel- 
bourne Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 

The problem of cruelty to children was 
one that went. back to the early days of 
Greece and: Rome, the Rev. J. F. M. Cox 
said, and it was always being fought, as 
it was still being fought, and history 
showed that always it had been won in the 
end. ' 

The necessity of the after-care of 
children successfully treated for crippling 
deformities was alluded to by .Dr..W. S. 
Haughton. It was: heartbreaking íor him 
to know that 60 per cent. of his work for 
those little ones was thrown away because 
the children were noj seut regularly for 
subsequent treatment. 

That it was interesting to see from the 
reports’ that, with a decrease in the num- 
‘ber of cases of drunkenness, there was a 
corresponding falling off in the number of 
cases of cruelty to children, was the state- 
ment made by the Rev. P. Gannon, $.J. 
The Society, he added, might have its 
critics, but, so far, it had not failed. 


WORK OF THE SOCIETY.

ITS IMPORTANCE TO THE 
COMMUNITY. 


For the eighteenth time in succession Sir 
Nevile Wilkinson, K.C.V.O., presided. He was 
supported by Mr. E. Lupton, K.C., vice- 
chairman, Among those who wrote regretting 
that they could not be present were the 
Governor-General and the Dean of Christ 
Church. 

The report of the Executive Committee 
expressed regret at the death of Mr. 
Christopher Craham, the honorary secretary 
for seven years, and the loss of Miss Florence 
Wilson. _ During the year the number of cases 
brought under the notice of the Society 
amounted to 880, of which 857 proved, on 
investigation,.to be in need of attention. 
Actual ill-treatment cases numbered 83. The 
number of children affected was 2,111, of 
whom 428 were under two years of age. The 
general public were responsible for bringing 
805 of the cases under the notice of the 
Society, as against 73 reported from othe 
gourtés. The number of prosecutions was 12, 
as against 46 in the year 1925-26, 

THE GENERAL PURSE. 

“In some instances that have come under 
cur notice,” the financial report states, 
“subscriptions have been either refused or 
withheld on the plea that the money given 
‘goes to England,’ a statement it is difficult 
to refute owing to the apparent inability of 
those raising this ‘objection to comprehend 
the Society’s system of a general purse. In a 
successful year such as last the Dublin Branch 


surplus of £189 to forward in aid of the 
national work, whilst this year, from one 
cause and another, there is shown a deficit of 
over £200. Though regretting the fact that 
this should be the case, the branch suffers no 
anxiety ; the loss is made good, and the work 
goes on as usual, the general purse meeting 
the deficiency as a matter of course. Were it 
not for this system, founded as it is on 
altruistic principles, it would be impossible for 
many branches in poor or out-of-the-way 
districts to carry on. This applies to many 
places in Ireland, where, had it not been for 
this Yeciprocal arrangement, many a4 little 
child, through no fault of its own, would, by 
the lena of the “children's man,' 
suffered most grievously,”’ 

The Chairman said that it had been asked, 
and with reason, “ls not the protection of 
the nation’s children.the duty of the nation’s 
Government: why, then, call upon us to 
support a private corporation to do their 
work?” -The answer was given in a report 
issued by the Home Office, which reads :— 

The work of the N.S.P.C.C. is of the 
greatest importance to the community, 
and, for the most part, could not be 
undertaken by a Government department 
or by local authorities. 

A DELUSION. 

Many people still Jaboured under the 
delusion. that the Society’s principal object 
was the prosecution of parents and others 
who punished children with undue severity, 
and it was suggested that the interference of 


Fthe Society with the authority . properly 


exercised by parents and teachers was tespon- 
sible for much of the hooliganism and indis- 
cipline of the present age. Others claimed that 
the multiplication of services for mothers and 
children, due to the awakening of the civie 
conscience, made the work of the society 
superfluous. To correct these misapprehen- 
sions he read some reports of cases which 
had been dealt with by the. society’s in- 
spectors during the past half-year. One was 
a bad case of neglect by a father, another 
the happy results of help extended to a 
widow and her three babies, and another 
was the rescue of a twelve-year-old girl 
from a house frequented’ by women of ill 
repute. 
DRINK AND CRUELTY. 

The Reverend Patrick Gannon, 8.J.,_ pro- 
posed the adopticn of the Committee’s~re- 
port, and approval of the work of the 
society. Hg said that: if the society should 
not be supported the reason would be either 
that there was no cruelty practised towards 
children, or that some other organisation 
was doing the work better. Unfortunately 
cruelty to one’s own children was practised, 
whether as the result of moral degeneracy, 
or other causes, of which the greatest was 
drink. It was interesting to see from the 
reports that, with a decrease in the number 
of cases for drunkenness, there was a corres- 
sponding falling off in the number of cases 
of cruelty to children, —_fe learned on official 
authority that since the introduction of 
prohibition in America the crimes against 
women and children had decreased by sixty 
per cent. 

The society was doing work that was 
covered by no other body that ge knew of, 
and it was obviously worthy of the fullest 
support. In Ireland there were far too many 
ready to criticise anyone who tried to do any- 
thing, and ready to laugh at a failure. The 
N.S.P.C.C. might have its critics; but, so 
far, it had-not failed. 

Dr. William 8, Haugliton, who seconded, 
said that duriig his many years at the 
\‘.thopedie Hospital he got ample proof of 
the beneficial activities of the society in seek- 
in out crippled children, and having them 
sent for proper treatment. 


TRIBUTE TO INSPECTORS. 

He had expressed his deep admiration 
and respect for the tact and human 
sympathy of the inspectors of the society 
in the city of Dublin. His testimony was 
based on a long experience of those men 
and women. The society had done more 
than anyone in this country for the crippled 
child. Almost all infantile deformities due 
to rickets, or tuberculosis, or non-tubercular 

formities, stch as flat feet, could be pre- 
vented if early treatmen. were afforded. To 
secure that, two things wer required, propa- 
ganda among parents and discovery of the 
cripples. The society was doing each of 
those things splendidly. 

He went on to speak of the necessity of 
tn. after care of children successfully treated 
for crippling deformities. It was heart- 
breaking for him to know that sixty per cent. 
of his work for those little ones was thrown 
away, because the little ones were not sent 
regularly for subsequent inspection at the 
hospital, or because the home precautions 
recommended were uot observed. 

PROBLEM OF THE CRIPPLED CHILD. 

He was very grateful to the Free State 
Government for all that. they were doing to 
meet the problem of the crippled children. 
From personal experience he could say that 
no case brought under the notice of the 
county boards under the supervision of the 
Government was ever refused the benefit of 
special treatment.

| IN THE. NORTHERN CAPITAL, 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE most significant event of the .week 

in Belfast has been: the entrance of 

the absentee Nationalist M.P.’s into the 
Northern House of Commons, the Opposi- 
tion being complete with the exception of 
the two Republican members.

he bewailed the Government’s narrow 
majority to a gathering of Unionists, and 
painted a picture in dark tones of what 
might occur.

SOME BRIGHT SPOTS. 


In these days, when the reputation of 
the Belfast Corporation is not very 
lustrous, it is gratifying to be able to point 
to one or two bright spots in its record. 
Its worst troubles began with the housing 
schemes, which were badly mismanaged 
according to the Megaw report, and, 
strangely enough, it is through its new 
housing operations that the Council is 
beginning to gather in some kudos. 
According to the plans now prepared, it 
appears that dwellings suitable for the 
working classes can be built at a cost 
which will permit the tenant-purchaser 
to buy his house by paying ten shillings 
a week for twenty-five years; at the end 
of which period he becomes the absolute 
owner. . Under this. scheme tenants will 
get a loan of £350 free of interest, and 
it should be noted that the rent includes 
ground rent and everything else. It is 
curious to learn that the new seheme has 
been evolved not by architects or sur- 
veyors, but by Mr. Geale, the City 
Treasurer, whose valuable services to the 
Corporation have been recognised and 
commended through all the trials and 
difficulties which have beset the Council 
during the past couple of years. The 
project has created considerable interest in 
the North, and it is hoped that it will 
soon be put into operation. It is by such 
practical work that shaken confidence may 
be regained. Last night the Minister of 
Home Affairs, who is very busy these days, 
referred to the matter and suggested that 
groups of individuals and associations 
could take advantage of the scheme with 
Government assistance.’ We are certainly 
progressing along the right. road in some 
things up here 


REVOLUTIONARY _TACTICS. 


A statement of the first importance re- 
garding the local option campaign was 
made at the annual meeting of the united 
diocese of Down and Connor and Dromore, 
which was held in Belfast, on Tuesday 
last, under the presidency of the Bishop, 
Dr. Grierson. ‘The Rev. Canon. Kerr, 
in moving the adoption of the report 
of the Diocesan Temperance Society, 
said that they could not agree to fall 
in with the demand for local option in 
1929. He pointed out that they did not 
see any logical objection to the people of 
a democratic country deciding whether a 
certain trade was to be permitted or not, 
but they believed the course they were 
asked to follow would be utterly im- 
practicable in Ulster. To persist in sucb 
a campaign would mean that Lord 
Craigavon and other Unionist leaders 
would be driven out of public life, and 
that would not be good for the province. 
The reasons advanced by Canon Kerr for 
moderation have been consistently advanced 
in this column, and, with the exception of 
the extreme wing of the temperance party, 
they are accepted by all classes of the com- 
munity. As Canon Kerr very wisely 
remarked, the time is not ripe for such 4 
measure, and it is more than probable 
that revolutionary tactics will injure the 
temperance cause. True progress will be 
made by education and moral suasion, 
and the Primate has already ex- 
pressed himself to that effect. Canon 
Kerr is a strong temperance advocate, but 
he recognises the danger of hasty and in- 
temperate action, believing that the 
ultimate victory will be won by an appeal 
to reason rather than by compulsion, and 
he is supported in his contention by the 
vast majority of Ulster people.

The estimated cost of the 
present plans is about £15,000, but the 
urban authorities have asked their 
surveyor to prepare an alternative scheme 
which will.enclose a larger area, and it 
is hoped that this will be carried out. 
This is a very necessary work, as Bangor 
Bay is occasionally visited by fierce 
storms, and there is.virtually no proper 
shelter for small craft. It will be recalled 
that at the last regatta under the auspices 
of the Royal) Ulster Yacht Club one of 
the big visiting cross-Channel yachts was 
only saved by skilful seamanship from 
going onthe rocks during a. big. blow 
when attempting to cross the lougli to the 
Carrickfergus shore for safer anchorage. 
By the way, a disaster to a fishing fleet, 
even greater in-magnitude than the one 
reported a few days ago, occurred off the 
County Down coast. about half a century 
ago, the victims belonging to Kilkeel and 
Newcastle. The “.Widows’ Row” at the 
latter place still réminds visitors of the 


tragedy. 
GROWTH OF SOCIAL CLUBS. 


The speech of Sir Dawson Bates on the 
second reading of the Amending Licensing 
Bill in the Northern House of Commons 
should have a restraining influence on 
extremists on both sides of the contro- 
versy. He deprecated the constant 
clamour of the two opposing forces, and 
paid a tribute to the men of moderate 
opinion, who, after all, constitute the 
large mass of the people. The Minister 
was, happily, able to point out the great 
reforms which have been effected since the 
passing of the 1923 Act, and these benefits 
are increasing as the days go by. Various 
reasons have combined to reduce the con- 
sumption of alcoholic liquor in the 
province, among these being unemploy- 
ment and prohibitive prices; but the 
people. themselves are reading the riddle, 
and may ‘be safely left to find the true 
solution. The Amending Bill is merely 
an explanatory measure dealing with diffi- 
culties and technicalities to ensure the 
smoother working of the Act, and no im- 
portant alterations will be permitted. 

Ié thas. been. suggested by several 
temperance members that clubs should 
be done away. with, as they say that there 
are some which are only drinking dens, 
and doing more harm than public-houses. 
Of course, there are clubs and clubs, 
and it would be interesting to know if 
the. gentlemen. referred to intended to 
differentiate ‘between them, or just to 
sweep the whole lot out of existence. 
Already there has been a great deal of 
talk about class legislation, and it is a 
notable fact that only the working-men’s 
clubs come under the criticism of the 
authorities and the purists. when licences 
are. being granted. There is, however, 
a good. deal in the contention about the 
object of. clubs. generally. Since the 
Sunday closing legislation *came into 
operation the numbers of these insi'tu- 
tions have greatly increased, and the 
membership of the existing clubs has also 
soared with astonishing rapidity. 


MORE TROUBLE IN STORE. 


No matter what excuses are put forward 
about - social services, the fact remains 


that, if these societies or associations of 
men were not permitted to sell drink 
during Sun@ays and closing, hours, they 
probably would not exist for a month. 
That is the reason why the licensed trade 
objects to clubs, but the interests involved 
are too great to be tackled by even such 
a strong man as Lord Craigavon. . 

In fact, the Government is likely to come 
up against the local optionists once more 
on an important issue. Social clubs are 


abhorrent to the reformers, and their ex- 
tinction has been consistently advocated, as 
one of the greatest evils in the community. 
Thee Minister of Home Affairs, however, is 
of a different opinion, and he evidently in- 
tends to carry the fight into the opposition 


camp, probably believing that the best 
form of defence is to be found in attack. 


Speaking last night at a Unionist meeting 


ih East Belfast, he repudiated the state- 
ment made by some of the anti-prohibi- 


tionists, that clubs were only intended by 


the Government for people who could pay 


large subscriptions and wore black coats. 


On the contrary, the Minister declared 
that he proposed to encourage working- 


men’s clubs, and do everything possible for 


them. Sir Dawson has thus shattered one 
of the pet projects of the temperance 
party and is likely to hear more about it, 
but apparently he has no fears as to the 
outcome ; for “the Independents always toe 
the line in the end,” as he remarked@with 
biting satire. Someone will require to in- 
vent a new slogan to meet the case.

The visit of Lady Arnott, D.B.E., to

Flathouse was the scene of a brilliant. meet 
of these hounds íor their opening meet on 
Wednesday, when the weather conditions 
were more typical of summer than winter, 
the day being exceptionally warm.

CARLOW HOUNDS. 

The weather which greeted us on the 
morning of Tuesday, Ist, was not exactly 
that which one would have chosen as being 
appropriate for an opening meet. Neverthe- 
less, in spite of the wind and rain it was a 
large and representative following which, 
after partaking of Mrs. Hall’s hospitality, 
moved off from Kellistown Cottage to Bally- 
erogue, which was the first draw. Here, 
however, hounds did not find, but a fox was 


quickly located in Lough covert, and one who 
was not long in making a bid for the open. 
Crossing the Carlow road this fox took us a 
short ring over Kilballvhue Hill before turn- 
ing down left-handed into the neighbouring 
covert of Kellistown.

on their right, they carried the line on into 
Moyle, where this fox, who had got too far 
in front, had to be given up,-and a move 
was made towards Grangeforde, Several 
foxes were secon on foot, and after two 


preliminary rings hounds were holloaed away 
on the Busherstown the covert, and 
scliling down ran fast up to and over the 


side of 


Carlow-Tullow road. From here it looked 
for some distance as though Browne's Hill 
Was to be our objective, but, bearing right- 
handed through Busherstown, away from 
Johnstown, hounds hunted on over the Friars- 
town double and, still keeping. left-handed, 
crossed the Friarstown lane, leaving the 
covert a field on their left. Running parallel 
with the Carlow road they now faced as 
though for Killerig, and a right-handed bend 
over Rathborne Hill brought them up to the 
Tuilow-Castledermot road. Crossing this, 


with Killerig on their left, hounds came 
down to the banks of the River Slaney, 
opposite Bailymurphy. Light was now failing, 
and their fox having evidently crossed the 
river, hounds were stopped after what had 
been a good hunt of fifty minutes over a 
fine line of country. 
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LOUTH HOUNDS. 


A large field turned out at Hilltown on 
Friday, October 28th, which included a Jot of 
strangers who had attended the hunter trials 
on the previous day. Hilltown held a brace, 


by Bellewstown back into Hilltown, where he 
found. a rabbit hole.

The 
Master getting six couple away they ran at a 
great pace up the hill past Gormley’s quarry, 
which they left on their left; then on past 
Ardcath straight into Battramstown covert.

DEATH OF MR. J. F. MARSH. 
HOLDER OF ‘VARSITY MATCH RECORD. 


Mr. J. F. Marsh. whose death is announced 
from Higham Hall. Nuneaton, became famous as 
a cricketer by scoring 172 not ont for Cambridge 
Oxford at Lord's in 1904—the hirchest 
individual innings ever played in the University 
match. He heat R. KE. Feoster’s score of 171 
‘wade for Oxford in 1900. hut the Cambridge cap- 
rain of 1904 was sharply criticised at the time 
for delaying his declaration to enable Marsh to 
set up a new '“ record,” as Cambridge failed to 
force a Victory. 

Fducated privately at Amersham Tall. Mr. 
Marsh scored 98 in the Freshmen’s match in 
1901, but in spite of that innings he did not get 
an extended trial! for Cambridge until three 
seasons later, gaining his Blue in his last year, 
1904. Hie was at that time 29 years of agre— 
several years older than the majority of under- 
greduates, Afterwards he played for Oxfordshire. 
faptaining the side for a short period. but he did 
iittle of note. Indeed, Mr. Marsh, except for his 
record-making feat, earned small fame as a bats-
